Violence is on the rise in Edmonton 
households and that has police, crime ex¬ 
perts and aid workers concerned. 

Sandra Banco, executive director of Ed¬ 
monton’s WIN House, said the emergency 
shelter sees some of the worst-case scenar¬ 
ios of when violence erupts at home. 

“We see what happens when people de¬ 
cide to leave whether they have called the 
police or not,” said Banco, adding the shel¬ 
ter houses about 700 women and children 
annually. 

But she said neither the police 
numbers, nor the shelter’s give the full 
picture. 

“Not every woman that calls police 
ends up in a shelter. They might go to a 
sister’s or their mother’s home, or have 
the resources to get their own apartment.” 

Often victims suffer abuse repeatedly, 
but don’t call police until they’re ready to 
leave to seek safety. “Sometimes they try 
and stay and make it work, and (they be¬ 
lieve) there is also a stigma attached to 
calling police,” she said.

Sent back to 
China to die? 

O Lawyer says ousted multimillionaire faces torture 
or execution O Ottawa says the fears are unfounded 


A multimillionaire Chi¬ 
nese refugee claimant ac¬ 
cused of fraud in his 
homeland was deported to 
China yesterday despite 
fears he could be tortured 
or executed there. 

Canadian authorities 
put Han Lin Zeng, 65, on 
an afternoon flight to Chi¬ 
na just hours after a feder¬ 
al court judge nixed an 
emergency stay of re¬ 
moval. 

“He is deeply con¬ 
cerned, frightened, but to 
a certain degree resigned 
to this,” said one of his 
lawyers, Daniel Kingwell. 

Earlier, Judge Richard 
Boivin said Zeng’s fears ap¬ 
peared to be overblown. 

“There is no evidence 
the death penalty or tor¬ 
ture can reasonably be an-

He added: “It’s about 
the integrity of the demo¬ 
cratic system.

Animal activists in China

After years of sticking 
to standard definition, 
CBS’ around-the-world 
competition expands to 
HD for the first time Sun¬ 
day with an Unfinished 
Business edition starring 
former contestants. 

“For a long time, peo¬ 
ple have said to me that 
they couldn’t believe we 
weren't in HD,” said 
Keoghan. “For me, it was 
just veiy frustrating be¬ 
cause I didn’t disagree 
with them. I think if 
there's any show on 
prime-time network tele¬ 
vision that lends itself to 
HD, it’s The Amazing 
Race. It screams for HD, 
and it’s been screaming 
for HD for a long time.” 

Several other reality 
TV shows have been 
broadcast in HD for 
years. (CBS Survivor up¬ 


graded to HD in 2009.) 

After years of blaming 
the expense and chal¬ 
lenge of using HD equip¬ 
ment on the road. 
Amazing Race producers 
made the change for the 
18th season, promising 
crisp images of racers 
climbing a glacier in 
Switzerland and interact¬ 
ing with animals in Chi¬ 
na. 

The switcheroo is 
striking in the premiere 
episode when 11 teams 
of veteran contestants 
who have never won the 
show’s $1 million grand

The Speech’s 
roots in reality 

O Writer of Oscar nominated The King’s Speech, David Seidler struggled 
with his own speaking impediment O Drew inspiration from George VI 

Telling the story of the 
stammering king, George 
VI, has been a lifetime am¬ 
bition for David Seidler, 
ever since he subdued his 
own stutter nearly 60 
years ago. 

Born seven months af¬ 
ter George took the British 
throne in 1936, screen¬ 
writer Seidler grew up par¬ 
alyzed by the same 
impediment he depicts the 
monarch struggling to 
overcome in The King’s 
Speech, the best-picture 
favourite at the Academy 
Awards. 

From just before his 
third birthday to age 16, 

Seidler stumbled and sput-

tered over his syllables so 
badly that he lived in ter¬ 
ror of speaking in class, 
talking to girls, even an¬ 
swering the phone. 

“I had huge trouble 
with the ‘H’ sound, so 
when the telephone rang, I 
would break into a cold 
sweat, because I couldn't 
say hello,” Seidler, 73, said 
in an interview. 

Born in Britain, Seidler 
developed a stammer in 
1940 on a boat to the Unit¬ 
ed States, where his family 


moved during World War 
II. Seidler, who had an un¬ 
cle with a boyhood stam¬ 
mer, figures his own began 
from the trauma of Ger¬ 
man bombs, the sea voy¬ 
age and abrupt separation 
from his beloved nanny. 

As George VI rallied his 
countiy, the young Seidler 
heard the king valiantly 
struggling through his ra¬ 
dio addresses and hoped 
he might one day master 
his own speech troubles.

Star Oscar nods 
linked to strokes 


O study shows that Hollywood lifestyle has its risks 


Hollj^ood trivia quiz: 
What do Sharon Stone, 
Dudley Moore, James Gar¬ 
ner and Elizabeth Taylor 
have in common besides 
an Oscar nomination? Ml 
have suffered strokes, a re¬ 
minder that money and 
fame can’t insulate you 
from a health risk that 
much can be done to pre¬ 
vent, researchers said 
Thursday. 

The International 

Stroke Conference is being 
held in Tinseltown for the 
first time, just a few weeks 
before this year’s Oscars 
are to be awarded. So re¬ 
searchers at the University 
of California at Los Ange¬ 
les had the idea to check 
movie stars’ rates of heart 
attacks and strokes. 

“We see the diseases 
that ravage them just as 
they ravage the rest of the 
countiy and the world,” 
said Dr. Jeffrey Saver, direc¬ 



tor of the stroke centre at 
UCLA. He has treated sev¬ 
eral Hollj^ood glitterati 
who suffered strokes. 

For their study, re¬ 
searchers searched the In¬ 
ternet and a movie 
industiy database to com¬ 
pile a list of all best ac¬ 
tor/actress nominees since 
the Oscars began in 1927 
through 2009.

Of the 409 nominees, at 
least 29 have suffered 
strokes — six were fatal — 
and 39 have had heart at¬ 
tacks.

It put a dent in 
their careers — film and 
TV appearances fell 73 per 
cent in the three years af¬ 
ter a stroke and 69 per 
cent after a heart attack, 
said study co-ordinator 
Hannah Smith of UCLA.

Eveiy runway season, fash¬ 
ion houses across the world 
show similar colours, fab¬ 
rics and silhouettes that be¬ 
come known as the trends 
of the moment. For au- 
tumn/winter ’10, for exam¬ 
ple, the collections were 
one big blur of beige, while 
spring/summer ’ll was all 
breezy, diaphanous dresses. 
How is it that so many cre¬ 
ative visions align? 

Designers purchase their 
fabrics from mills, which 
show new collections twice 
a year at fairs such as Pre¬ 
miere Vision in Paris and 
Pitti Filati in Florence. The 
fabrics that are highlighted 
usually end up on the run¬ 
ways. “The fabric mills 
show colours, yarns and 
proportions to all the de¬ 
signers,” explains Kevin 
Carrigan, Global Creative 


Director of Calvin Klein. 
“From these fabric fairs, de¬ 
signers begin to decipher 
the major global trends of 
the season with each house 
interpreting the inspiration 
in it’s own way and putting 
their spin on the fashion 
Zeitgeist,” he explains. 

The colours that the fab¬ 
rics come in are often influ¬ 
enced by a handful of 
colour trend services such 
as Peelers Paris and Nelly 
Rodi who consult with the 
fabric mills. These compa¬ 
nies hold seminars and cre¬ 
ate concept books that 
predict trends. 

Once a collection is 
shown, a whole copy-cat cy¬ 
cle begins where designers 
mimic what they see being 
done by fashion leaders 
such as Miuccia Prada and 
Marc Jacobs among others. 


Whether or not the fash¬ 
ion world’s trend cycle is 
good for creativity 
remains debatable. 

“The rapid dissemina¬ 
tion of information via 
the Internet, social media 
and streamed live fashion 
shows facilitates the 
instant travel of trends,” 
says Tamara Albu, 

Director of the AA.S. Fash¬ 
ion Design Program at 
Parsons School of Fashion 
in 

New York. 

“For many designers 


who struggle to stay com¬ 
petitive, getting their 
hints from such sources, 
processing them as quick¬ 
ly as they can, and trans¬ 
lating them into their 
own collections often re¬ 
sults in redundancy and 
lack of trust in their own 
self expression,” she adds.

The builders of the early 
20th century’s factories and 
warehouses would be 
amazed. Elements used 
back then to create sparse, 
utilitarian workspaces — 
like rough-hewn wooden 
tables, rolling carts, metal 
filing cabinets and industri¬ 
al lighting — are now hot 
items in home decorating. 

These pieces, along with 
exposed brick walls and ce¬ 
ment floors, first became 
popular when urban indus¬ 
trial spaces were being 
transformed into chic loft 
apartments. 

But the trend has made 
its way from downtown 
lofts to suburban living 
rooms. Homeowners are 
adding industrial flair to 
even the most traditionally 
decorated houses. 

It may sound challeng¬ 
ing to mix items that 
evoke century-old manu¬ 
facturing into your mod¬ 
ern-day house. But 
designers say it’s less com¬ 
plicated than you’d think: 
Industrial style blends eas¬ 
ily into houses that al¬ 
ready have a clean-lined, 
modern look. 

GO FOR CONTRAST 


“If I already have a carved- 
wood, French-traditional, 
damask sofa, I probably 
would mix in more of the 
wooden industrial pieces 
than metal,” says Emily 
Henderson, host of HGTV’s 
upcoming series Secrets 
from a Stylist. 

The wood tones of dif¬ 
ferent pieces don’t need to 
match — in fact, it’s best if 
they don’t. “The huge con¬ 
trast between industrial 
and traditional is what 
makes it work,” she says. 
“Trying to make every¬ 
thing match colour-wise or 
wood-tone-wise can actual¬ 
ly do you a disservice.” 

Feel free to experiment, 
putting a vintage piece of 
machinery on a sleek cof¬ 
fee table, or a tall, industri¬ 
al lamp next to an 
overstuffed chair. The con¬ 
trast will be easier to pull 
off if it’s peppered 
throughout your home 
rather than concentrated 
only in one room. 

PERFECT FOR KITCHENS 

Kitchens are a practical 
place to begin injecting in¬ 
dustrial design. Stainless- 
steel appliances and 


professional-grade stoves 
have already brought an 
industrial feel to many res¬ 
idential kitchens. 

To take it further, says 
decordemon.com founder 
Brian Patrick Fl 5 mn, “add 
two gigantic industrial 
lights over a kitchen island 
or over a big wooden table 
and you immediately have 
that look.” 

Painted plank wood 
floors are another popular 
industrial element. “The 
more wear and tear,” Fl 5 mn 
says, “the more authentic 
the look.” 

SWAP OUT ACCENT PIECES 

Throughout your home, 
consider replacing a side 
table or coffee table with 
an old industrial trunk, 
cart or card catalogue. 
Look for pieces with aged 
or distressed metal, rather 
than polished chrome. 

Troll flea markets for 
old industrial items that 
are “fun, pla 5 fful and un¬ 
expected,” Flynn says. 
Even if you don’t have a 
large, loft-like space, most 
homes can handle one or 
two oversize conversation 
pieces, the associated press

Creating a room 
with atmosphere 


Atmospheric decor is char¬ 
acterized by soft textures, 
transparency, iridescence 
or opacity — or all of those 
at once. It can create a 
mood of quietude and re¬ 
treat. And it is, some de¬ 
signers say, popular now 
as an antidote to an in¬ 
creasingly jarring world. 

“We’re seeking balance 
and understanding, and 
we want to unclutter our 
minds,” says design con¬ 
sultant Laura Guido-Clark 
of Berkeley, Calif Despite 
atmospheric decor’s qui¬ 
etude, it has “an inherent 
energy,” she says. 

Many of these elements 
were on the runways of 
Monique Lhuillier and 
Chanel this spring, and in 
furnishings, they offer a 
counterpoint to the sea¬ 
son’s alter ego, an exuber¬ 
ant jumble trunk of hot 
hues and wild colours.

can also be elements of 
strength and purity.

Trove’s dreamlike wall¬ 
papers include Ciel, with a 
cloud motif; an oceanic 
Sargasso; and Nekkar and 
Askella, both featuring a 
cascade of feathery petals. 

At Design Within Reach, 
find One & Co.’s 47 Table, a 
chunk of timber given a 
shimmeiy coat of silver. Or 
gravitate toward the Toto 
Cube Lamp, created by a 
French wine tank manufac¬ 
turer during its quiet sea¬ 
son. The lamp is large 
enough to use as a seat or 
table, and is lit from inside 
with a warm glow. 

Pier 1 has the Swirl 
Lamp, a sinuous twist of 
antiqued silver, and 
ruched, voile throw pil¬ 
lows in foggy, smoky hues. 
Ruffles in lightweight fab¬ 
rics work nicely in this 
theme; check out Urban 
Outfitters and Potteiy Barn 
for frothy, water-coloured 
shower curtains and bed¬ 
ding.

Hiring a 
contractor

ple nervous. And that’s un¬ 
derstandable. 

Everyone has heard sto¬ 
ries about tradesmen who 
don’t show up, aren’t qual¬ 
ified or lack ethics. 

Luckily, there are some 
great contractors out 
there, too. 

Finding that person is 
easier if you follow a few 
simple rules. 


1. Collect some personal 
referrals. Look for contrac¬ 
tors who have already 
done good work for family 
members, friends and 
neighbours. 

Your local homebuilders 
association is another 
source of leads. 

2. Start with informal 
meetings. Don’t be in a 
rush to get formal quota¬ 
tions. At first, you just 
want to see if you get a 
good feeling about the dif¬ 
ferent candidates. 

If you don’t like them 
over a cup of coffee, you 
won’t fall in love with 
them when they start rip¬ 
ping into your walls. 

3. Letters of reference are 
overrated. No contractor is 


going to show you a bad 
one! 

Instead, ask about the 
job(s) the contractor is do¬ 
ing right now. If they have 
no jobs “right now,” be 
veiy waiy. Whatever they 
are currently working on, 
ask to talk to that home- 
owner personally. 

4. Three or four quotes are 
enough. Throw out any 
quotes that are more than 
ten or 15 per cent higher 
or lower than the average. 

5. Make your final decision 
on a combination of gut 
feel and price. 

You might get a much 
warmer feeling about the 
second-lowest (or even 
third-lowest) quote than 
the low bidder. Trust your 


instincts. That person 
might be your best bet. 

6. Don’t do “under the 
table” deals. If there is no 
formal contract and no 
record of pajmient, what 
are you going to do if the 
job goes bad? 

7. “Get It In Writing.”
